Canned grapefruit is also a great 
favorite with me, and calm ed grape­ 
fruit is som ething new. There are 
m any things to be said in its favor, 
hut from the h ou sew ife’s standpoint 
perhaps the item of convenien ce is 
m oet important. 
A delicious fruit 
cup err salad calling for grapefruit 


is very easy to prepare w h en you 
have canned grapefruit a t hand. 
There may be another reason for 
th e popularity of the canned prod­ 
uct.

after th is 
"n ew ” fruit was discovered the w its 
o! the town made m erry with refer­ 
e n c es to the grapefruit’s propensity 
for getting in your eye.
